HACHITA, New Mexico, Feb. .18—' 
Maximo Castillo, the bandit, who fired 
the Cumbre Tunnel, is now a prisoner 
of the United States Army; and_ will be }, 
locked up’ n the guardhouse, with his 
six followers, next to Gen. Ynez Salazar, 
the former red flag rebel. 

Castillo was brought here on horse- 
back to-day, his hands tied behind him 
and his straw sombrero pulled down 
over his eyes to keep the sua out of 
them. His beard was unkempt, his hair 
untrimmed, and \he “looked like the 
grandfather of the dapper Captain of 
the. Presidential Guards, who  com- 
manded the Madero Mounted Rifles 
after the victory of Juarez, ? 

Castillo was as-vicious in mood. as he 
was ugly in.appearance. His answers to 
questions were in monosylables, and he 
confined himself “to “ Yes’. and “ No” 
replies, except when prodded-on his sore 
spot, the Cumbre tunnel disaster, in 
which fifty-five Mexicans and Amer- 
icans lost their lives. 

His “wolf-like eyes sparkling, and his 
hands raised in dramatic. gestures, Cas- 
tillo fairly shouted: 

“Tt is not the truth. I never killed 
a single man except in self-defense, and 
to charge me with the destruction of 
the Cumbre tunnel. and the taking of 
Ji those innocent lives is but another 

emonstration of the length to which 
my enemies will go to villify me. 

“JT never set fire to the train at 
Cumbre tunnel, I. knew. nothing of the 
accident, and I had nothing to do with 
it. Villa’s men. blew up that tunnel to 
loot the train, and ghey never dreamed 
that it would result_as it did. I am in- 
nocent, and if I am to be shpt to-mor- 
row ¥ will swear that this is the truth.

Castillo is known to be responsible 
for the death of ten Americans and 
forty-one Mexicans on a _ passenger 
train that ran into a burning freight 
train set on fire by Castillo’s orders’ in 


the Cumbre tunnel in Chihuahua, Gen. 
Villa has asked Gen. Scott\to turn C 
tillo over to him and has made a public 
declaration that he will execute the 
bandit and his men publicly in the city 
of Juarez. 

No ape teetios has been made to the 
State Department. for the extradition, 
of Castillo, and doubt was expressed 
to-day in official circles as to what 
course would-be followed if. any de- 
mand should be made for ning him 
back to Mexico. He hag not been taken 
as a refugee, fleeing to the United 
States for life, but for violating the 
neutrality law. In that situation he 
could be ‘“‘ interned,” as have 6,000 other 
Mexicans, as a matter of humanity, 

If Castillo is to be held for violation 
of the neutrality laws he will have the 
right to go into the courts and demand 
his freedom. All Mexicans who have 
been Aopeenantes for violating the neu- 
trality laws have eventually succeeded 
in getting their liberty and leaving the 
country.

Lord Weardale was walking with Lady

The incident caused a lively sensation 
among the big party of fashionable per- 
sons, Many of whom were:members of 
the nobility. Their anxiety was relieved 
when it was found that Lord Weardale 
had not suffered any serious injury. 

The woman was arrested. Later, when 
she was arraigned at the Clerkenwell 
Police Court, she refused to give her 
name, and told the Magistrate she did 
not .desire to say anything. It was, 
however, learned that. shé was’ Mary 
Lindsay, a Londoner.

‘BY RHODES MEN 


They Took Many Prizes at Ox- 
ford Last : Year—— American 
Gained a First in Classics. 


ONE OLD FEAR DISSIPATED 


Very Few of the Scholars §tay in 
‘England——-The Americans Now 
,Doing Better Than at First.

LONDON, Thursday, Feb. 19.—The 
anual statement of the Rhodes Schol- 
arship, Trust, issued yesterday, shows 
that in 19138 seventy-four scholors, 
representing all the principal British 
colonies, the United States, and Ger- 
many entered Oxford University ‘as 
‘Rhodes scholars. 
The Times, outlining the work done 


‘} by. Rhodes scholars, says that, on the 


whole, they seem. to be standing. the 


in all subjects except classics. Only 
one first class was obtained in Literae 
Humaniores, and that by an Amer- 
ican scholar from the Pacific Coast. 

“On. the other hand, in the.School 
of Jurisprudence Rhodes men gained 
five firsts in the Summer of 1913 out 
of seven awarded. The presence of 
the scholars at Oxford has apparently 
affected this school more than any 
other. 

In economics diplomas “with dis- 
tinction” were taken by one German, 
two Americans, and one Australian. 

The university prizes won during 
the year include the Vinerian Scholar- 
ship in Law, the Davies Chinese 
Scholarship, the Beit Prize in Colonial 
History, the Robert Herbert Memorial 
Prize; the Charles Oldham Prize for an 
essay on classical literature, the Mat- 
thew Arnoid Prize for an essay on 


‘| English literature, and the Gladstone 


PMemorial Prize. 

While many of these can scarcely 
be recognized as among the major 
prizes. of the. university, says The 
Times, they show that the scholars 
are taking a fair share in the intel- 
lectual competitions of the place. The 
proportion of these successes gained in 
1913 by American scholars was larger 
than in past years. 

Some interest, says The Times, at- 
taches to that partiof the report deal- 
ing with the occupations of the men 
after leaving the university. Of 481 
ex-scholars in this list 144 turned to 
educational work, 113 to law, 47 to 
the civil service of Great Britain, 
Germany, or the United States; 25 to 
medicine, 18 to business, the same 
number..ta: the, Ghurch, and smaller 
numbers to journalism, scientific 
work, and 


having taken up work in England, 
and in most of even these cases the 
employment here,may be temporary. 

The Times concludes that experi- 
ence is evidently dissipating the 
fears of those who thought that the 
Motherland would absorb numbers of 
the scholars.

AID PROMISED TO BUSINESS 


Treasury’s Head Will Again Aid by 
Crop-Money Loans if Reserve 
Plan is Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank) Organization Com- 
mittee, back int Washington after a 
five weeks’ trip through: the: country, 
announced in a statement issued to- 
night,. that its selection. of Federal re- 
serve cities and definition of reserve 
di&tricts would not be made until care- 
ful consideration had been given to the 
information accumulated on .the trip. 
The statement said that members of 
the committee, Secretaries McAdoo and 
Houston, found the country prosperous 
and learned that. bankers and business 
men -were. greatly interested in the 
new banking system and confident of 
its success. 

In a supplemental statement Mr. Mc- 
Adoo said that he hoped the new sys- 
tem would be established in time to 
take care of crop-moving contingencies 
next year, but that if it were not the 
Treasury Department would stand 
ready to per its funds again at the 
disposal of business men. 

A Tong committee’s statement in part 
said: 

In every section of the country the 
committee has found a_ practically 
unanimous conviction among bankers 
and business men that the currency 
bill will bring about most beneficial 
changes in the business of the coun- 
try; in fact, the committee heard no 
one speak who. did not say that the 
measure was a great step in advance. 

The committee was presented every- 
where with overwhelming evidence of 
the enormous economic strength of the 
country and of the rapid progress of 
every section. The fact that the na- 
tion’s Banking resources as a whole 
make enormous advances every twelve 
or fifteen years, approximately dou- 
bling in each such period, was made 
evident; while this is.true of the coun- 
try as a whole, it was shown that cer- 
tain sections are advancing with more 
rapid strides ‘than others, and that the 
country is fundamentally exception- 
ally sound: and strong economically. 
The facts and figures submitted to the 
committee in every part of the coun- 
try show amazing growth and strength 

*and disclosed a condition of financial, 
industrial,. commercial, and agricul- 
tural soundness and prosperity that 
leaves no doubt as to the future. 


Bankers Condemn Present System. 


The committee was impressed- by 
‘the frank admission. of bankers 
throughout the country that the pres- 
ent banking system not only encour- 
ages, but actually has created strik- 


ing artificial conditions of. banking. 
With practical unanimity the opinion 
was expressed that the new measure 
will> restore normal conditions, ‘with, 
great resulting benefit; that the pres-; 
ent, system not onry: furnishes no pro- 
tection in times of real stringency, 
but also, even in times of great pros- 
be i especiaily when. there are 
ounteous crops, makes it impossible, 
tc meet the conditions; and that there 
has been presented the singular- con- 
tradiction of having bankers thrown 
into fear of a panic by the emergency 
of wealth. The bankers were. unani- 
mously of the opinion that the estab- 
lishment of this reserve system will no 
longer make our prosperity a yee.

These are only technical reasons 
against Government ownership. The 
+ eerabasentet reason is one of prin- 
ciplé. ‘The promise of lower rates and 
better service’ it a form of bribery, 
and an appeal to motives which ought 
not to animate an electorate. The 
people ought not to be asked nor al- 
lowed. to vote upon anything but mat- 
ters of government and similar public 
affairs. But it is characteristic of the 
new politics that it turris upon pri- 
vate rather than public matters. 
Voters. are asked to give themselves 
cheap food. or lower rents, or better. 
railways, or compensation for em- 
ployment, *or countless other things. 
It is the business of each man to 
supply these for himself,.and Govern- 
Ment cannot. supply them to all men 
equally, because. men’s wants are 
unequal. 
peculiarly baffling and intricate, and 
unsuitable for, popular decision. The 
electorate would vote only one way 
on such matters, unless it is possible 
to conceive of a majority for lower 
wages, or higher rents, or worse rail- 
ways. 

Although it would be safe to assume 
a vote in favor of voters’ selfish de- 
sires, it would not be possible to take 
anything for granted regarding the 
authority of such a voté. Voters 
might be trusted to vote for lower 
railway rates, but they could not be 
trusted to vote with any wisdom upon 
the question whether in fact Govern- 
ment railways would give them their 
desires. Voters could be trusted ‘to 
vote for lower rents, but they could 
not be trusted to decide by their votes 
whether the single tax, or halving the 
tax.on buildings, would lower rents: 

Thege issués are not madé by the 
people, but by),the seducers of the 
people. The worst thing that can. 
happen to the promising politicians is 
the loss of an election on one issue 
and the necessity of thinking up 
another. The worst that can happen 
to the people is the success of such 
politics. 








THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAW. | 
We are glad that bodies like the 


Merchants’ Association, the National 
Highways Protective Society, and the 
Automobile Club of America, repre- 
senting the substantial interests of 
this city in. motor vehicle traffic, are 
uniting to propose to the Legislature 
@ ‘sound amendment of the law. 
Everybody admits, we ‘think, that the. 
motor vehicle law is at present de- 
fective, that it fails to assure such. 
competence and care in driving as are 
requisite for the publi¢ safety. Many 
changes- are‘ proposed. Some vital 
modifications of thé law are needed. 

It will be the task of these public- 
spirited bodies to decide what the 
modifications should be. The bfll .te 
be drafted with their joint. approval 
will need no other recommendation to

A. GOVERNMENT UNIVERSITY. 

Prof. Joun W. BurceEss, .“‘ yiewing 
“the educational world from the im- 
“partial standpoint: of professorial 
“ petirement,” gives, in the current 
number of The. Educational- Review, 
a_.very. earnest argument against 
the creation of a Government uni- 
versity at Washington, for which a 
bill has been introduced’ in Congress. 
He objects strongly to the ‘title of 
“National University,”: because we 
have already a half dozen universities 
that are. truly national gnd ‘of a high 
order ‘of efficiency ‘and general excel- 
lence. . These. Prof. BURGESS describes 
as. “free,” and .the term isnot ill- 
chosen as’ regards the relative free- 
dom of institutions endowed by gen- 
eral. munificence and those supported 
by taxes and ‘subject to Governmental 
control.

“Nor can 
it be said that We need a Government 
unjversity to provide, at’ the cost of 
the taxpayers, the already overbur- 
dened Aaxpayers, opportihities for’ 
those who, on account. of lack of 
means, cannot. attend the already - 
existing universities, since \all these 
universities mow offer more free: tui- 
tion by way of :schola $ and also 
‘, additional stipends in the way of fel- 
lowships. than can be taken up by 
properly qualified applicants. . There 
is'no man of talent, however poor in 
this world’s goods, who may not now 
secure university education in our 
best universities. — 

We attach more importance to tifis 
argument, which seems tg us conclu- 
sive, than to the objection founded on 
Governmental control, serious as we 
believe the latter to be,; In the earlier 
stages of State universities: there is 
a most unfortunate tendency toward 
subjection to political influence, but 
we think that it has been shown that 
in the long run the men of ability and 
character in the universities are 
capable of overcoming this and of 
exerting on the Government a really 
valuable pressure toward. enlighten- 
ment: It is a costly process both in 
money and time, and, sometimes, in 
moral and intellectual energy as well. 
We incline to think that it would he 
worse at the national capital than in 
the capitals of the; States, for re- 
sponsibility could be fixed with great- 
er difficulty. But back of this ques- 
tion lies the. vitally important one of 
raisins the standard of university life 
and action and concentrating-the ben-. 
efits of higher education upon the 
students that can make an adequate 
use. of. them for themselves and for 
the community.

“ THE SYSTEM” AND THE COURTS. 

We think that Mayor MitTcHEL is 
pretty seriously in error in his esti- 
mate of.the probable effect on the 
“system” in the Police Depariment 
of the abolition of the right of appeal 
to the courts. He is certainly in error 
as to the mischief alleged to have been 
done in the past by that right>. The 
percentage of successful appeals is 
small; the relation of the successful | 
appeals to the total mumber of the 
force is insignificant. 

But if the right of appeal is taken 
away, if the absolute power of re- 
moval ‘is placed in the hands: of the 
Commissioner, subject to review by 
the Mayor, it is clear that the average 
policeman will be induced to.bring all 
the influence he can command ‘on 
these two officials, and that influence 
will necessarily be political, and will 
be sought primarily through the dis- 
trict leader and the men “higher up.” 
So .far from the concentration. of 
power Of removal béing a restraint 
on:politics, andsen the kind of politics 
involved in the “‘ system,” it is likely 
to be a stimulus to such politics.. The 
changes that Mayor MITCHEL proposes 
in the laws governing the police are 
radical. Their actual effect should 
very carefully be considered before 
they are enacted, or ‘the Mayor and 
his model Commissioner will. find 
their second state worse than their 
first. 











MORE PARK POLICEMEN. 
Park Commissioner WARD will have 


in his demand for an increase in the 
force of park policemen. He makes 
a. statement that nobody can dispute 
when he says that a force of fifteen 
er eighteen men is altogether inade- 
quate for the patrolling of Central 
Park. That is about what it comes 
to, for there are only sixty-six police- 
men assigned to Central Park, and 
the three platoon system allows but 
twenty-two to be on duty at one time, 
and sickness and other occasions of 
excuse from duty ordinarily reduce 
this. number to less than twenty. It 
is amazing that. the Central Park 
force should have. been reduced to 
less than one-third the number of 
policemen assigned to that duty ten 
years ago. In 1904, Commissioner 
Warp says, there were 207 men on 
duty, against sixty-six at the present 
time. 

-The need of more efficient protec- 
tion is made plain every flay. It is re- 
flected in the many letters and com- 
plaints received by the Commissioner 
from the people who use the park. 
Persons resorting to Central Park for 
pleasure and recreation are insulted 
by hoodlums, sometimes they. are-as- 
saulted, young,.trees are broken down 
and old ones girdled, and shrubs and 
Plants are destroyed. _ Bronze orna- 
ments from statues and monuments 
in the park have been stolen. This}: 
is a form of depredation that has be- 
comé notably prevalent of late. The 
carrying away of the eagles from the 
monument in ‘Fort Greene’ Park in 
Brooklyn was ati example, and there 
are frequent complaints of ‘the steal- 
ing of bronze door knobs and railings 
from public. and private property. 
This mean form of thievery can be 
carried on only when some junk 
dealer is an accomplice. A little’ more

EMPLOYES’ PENSIONS. 


1Guaranty. Trust Company . Has 
1 Adopted a Liberal Plan. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

The Guaranty. Trust Company has al- 
ways endeavored to pursue a liberal 
policy toward its employes, and in draft- 
ing its plan for pensions it was our idea 
to be as liberal as we could consistently 
be. These are its chief features: 

‘he pension fund is created by appropri- 

ations out of our profits: ; 

The administration of the system is in 
charge of a board of three, appointed by 
our Board of Directors. 

Pensions are computed at 2 per cent. of 
the average annual salary paid for the last 
three years of service multiplied by the 
number of years of service. 

No pension shall be greater than $5,000 
a year or less than $300 per year. 

Any employe will be entitled to a pen- 
sion upon reaching the age of 65 years, 
providing that he shall»have been in our: 
employ fifteen years prior thereto. 

pon the decease.of a pensioner his pen- 
sion may be continued, in whole or in 
part, to his widow or dependents for such 
period as the board may decide. 

_ The Pension Board has power to grant a 

pension to any employe, irrespective of age 

or length of service, when directed to do 
so by our Board: of Directors. 

You will observe that there is‘no hard 
and fast rule governing the age or length 
of service, and, further, and most im- 
portant, is the fact that no contribution 
is required on the part of our employes. 

Generally such plans provide that two 
or three per cent. of the annual salaries 
be contributed by,the employes. 

It seems to us that our plan contains 
the true pension spirit.

URBAN HORSE A WEAKLING?} 


Baty Life Has Robbed Him of Cour- 
age and Endurance. 


7'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

The horse in this city performs his 
daily task under ideal circumstances. 
For 935 per cent. of the year the climate 
favors him, He travels over perfectly 
smooth asphalt covered streets, without 
a pebble to-deflect him frorh his course. 
The streets are watered in Summer to 
keep dust out of his nose and are po- 
liced throughout the year by emissaries 
from humane societies to see that he 
is not overloaded or abused: Hence 
the horse has legitimate temptation to 
become a miédllycoddle. 

Now, yesterday, by afternoon, the main 
thoroughfares on both sides of Park Ave- 
nue got pretty well trampled down; the 
snow offered little obstruction, and all 
kinds of horses pursued their way with 
their usual loads at their usual pace. 
But I noticéd in twenty-three separate 
instances that when two vehicles met so 
that both: had to deflect out of the 
beaten track‘for a little space into the 
deeper snow on the sides, so as to pass 
each other, the horses seemed to lose all 
‘ambition the instant they felt the slight- 
ly harder pull.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read wititmuch pleasure and imter-: 
est this morning your leading editorial 
article, in Which you express: wonder con- 
cerning the source of President Wilson's 
information, to the effect that the busi- 
ness men of the country approve. of the 
bills which have been introduced for the 
Purpose of regulating the business of. 
the country. 

I have made quite a close study” of 
these -bills, and have. appeared before: 
the Committees on Judiciary and Inter- 
state. and Foreign Commerce of the 
House of Representatives,’ and have 
also talked with a great many business 
men since the. bills. were introduced. As 
a gesult I am absolutely convinced that 
@ great majority of the business men 
of the ‘country have not realized that 
the proposed new laws which are popu- 
larly known as the “Five Brothers” 
will reach and interfere with their busi- 
ness. Nearly all of the newspapers 
and reports which I see refer to this as 
*‘ trust legislation,’’ and I notice that 
all of the hearings before the Judiciary 
Committee are headed in the same way. 

I am convinced that the average busi- 
ness man believes that this is purély 
legislation to. reach the trusts, and, 


he realizes that Bill No. 1. applies to 
any. person in interstate and foreign 
commerce, and that Bill No. 2 covers 
“‘ corporations, firms or persons or any 
two’or more of them engaged in trade 
or business carried on in the United 
States between. the States,” and that 
Bill’ No. 3 réfers to. ‘ person ‘who is 
engaged as an individual or is a mem- 
ber of a partnership, or Director or 
other officer of a corporation in the 
business,” &c., and that ,the Trades 
Commission? bill covers ‘all .corpora- 
tions engaged in commerce among the 
several States or with foreign nations,” 
then I think he wili understand-that one 
or all of. these bills will hit him. 


Then he. will. examine them carefully 
and find that he does not gain any priv- 
ilege or any advantage, .but that each 
one of these bills will in some way 
hinder or. harass him in ae develop- 
ment of his business, whether he is 
making umbrellas, shirtwaists, cloth- 
ing, or lead pencils, whatever it may be 
or however remote he may be from be- 
ing a trust. In fact, it will even reach 
and hamper the corporations owning 
and conducti newspapers. 

Bill No. 1 Prevents any discrimina- 
tion in ates between different. pur- 
chases of commodities in the same or 
different sections or communities, and 
will, therefore, apply to nearly every 
business concern in the country, If a 
man ‘sells a bill .of goods in Boston for 
one. price, and then sells to another 
customer ih San I'rancisco for a dif- 
ferent price, he has committed.a crime 
under this bill. If a business man 
should give another business man the 
exclusive agency for the sale of. his 
goods as a. side line ina certain.terri- 
apes? this would also be a crime under.

‘The very~ first” of ‘the Grolier Club 
publications, which is now. a great 
rarity, namely, ‘A Decree of Star 
Chamber,” concerning. early printing, 
was not only the product of the cele- 
brated De Vinne . plant but was ac- 
tually suggested by De Vinne himself, 
who was undoubtedly the most scholarly 
modern historian of his art. He was 
eagerly sought by nearly all the lead-: 
-ing publishers whenever a book ‘of 
special beauty. was on the ways. Nor 
was it only in the exquisite Grolier 
books and.any other handsome volumes 
of limited editions’ that. he excelled. 
He lavished the same care upon the 
Century, and St. Nicholas magazines, 
and later upon the Century Dictionary, 
all of which, running into’ large edi- 
tions, offered ‘very. different «problems 


‘from editions de luxe. 


“ The limited edition on hand-made paper 
is frequently printed ‘four up”; -a 
magazine is usually printed sixty-four 
pages at once. Many a time I have 
seen De Vinne have a press “‘ stripped ”’ 
and keep it idle for a day or so while 
new overlays were being cut,. all this 
to secure ,the best possible touch of 
excellence in the printing of illustra~- 
We would shake our heads over 
some slightly unsatisfactory form and 
then the conversation would usually 
end this way: ‘‘ Well, after all, we are 
here to get quality, ‘aren’t we?’ 

And De Vinne would answer, ‘‘ You’re 
right; have that press stripped, Hamil- 
ton!’ Sometimes the ink would be 
too “stiff,” and De Vinne would try a 
half-dozen different inks before he was 
It is ecasily imagined: how 
costly this kind of conscientiousness was. 
Not in the long run, however, 
was just this minute ¢are that built 
up the reputation of De Vinne and the 
magazines that he printed. Dee Vinne 
“was appreciative of. every reasonable 
suggestion and always willing to try ex- 
periments. It was his demand for and 
use of glazed. paper that had much_ to 
do with the introduction of this kind 
of surface that has meant sq much jo 
reproductive processes, When the half- 
tone appeared he was among the first 
to embrace it and bring it to the high- 
est state of perfection. 

His handling of his men was a model 
for employers. I have often seen him 
encourage an overlay. man, never throw- 
ing his arm around him or anything of 
that kind, but saying, ‘‘ I pee you've got 
your blacks up nicely. Couldn’t you 

ke up that sky a little? It seems to 
be slightly broken.’ 

I ‘remember one’ ease where a work- 
man had made several mistakes on 
consecutive days, and, worst of all, 
the mistakes had actually got into 
print! _De Vinne sent for the culprit, 
and,. ;with great, indignation, 


any longer 
promptly.;. De.,Vinne- looked »up and 
found. the employe’s eyes: filled: with 


tears. The man-explained that he had: 
not been to bed for three days and’ 


nights, having worked all day at the 
shop, and having attended his sick wife 
through each night. 

Knowing the man’s __ integrity, 
promptly reversed his decision and told 
him te draw his pay for a’ week in ad- 
vance and go home and look after his 
wife. 

It was through many ‘kindnesses like 
this. that. won widespread affection for 
this high-minded unselfish master of 
his craft. It is a keen personal satis- 
action for one who was associated 

th him for more than fifty years to 
submit this brief testimony.

Speaking before the Public Forum of 
the Yorkville Civic Centre in Public’ 
School 66 last night on ‘Our Public 
Parks—Landscapes' or Playgrounds?” 
the new Park Commissioner, Cabot 
Ward, outlined in part his policy with 
respect to the city’s parks, and.asserted 
that the playground problem could not 
be solved through the -use of park + 
space. 

He .pointed out ;that -the establishing - 
of playgrounds in park spaces was an 
easy matter, but that the restoration of 
the park thereafter must be ever a mat- | 
ter of many years and great labor, and 
he, called upon his audience, especially 
the boys in it, to bear this in mind and 
to help him preserve the parks for the 
city’s peopl@ through the years. 

In’ an interview earlier in thé day 
Commisstoner Ward complained of the 
widespread and ruthless vandalism car- 
ried on in the parks and announced 
that he had obtained a promise’ of co- 
operation from the Police Commissioner 
to stop it, and that he himself would 
prosecute in court.the cases of all of-. 
fenders brought there. 

Commissioner Ward at the. Yorkville 
‘Forum last night followed’ J. C. Boyer 
of the Recreation Alliance of the Play- 
ground Association, who advocated the 
us@ of parks as playground centres in.’ 
addition to other playground spaces. 
Mr. Boyer had maintained that ‘' the 
boy without a playground is father to 


the man without a job,’’ and that the 
main question now confronting the city 
in respect to its parks was whether it 
could afford to sacrifice the usefulness —

OLOGNES! CREDITORS MEET 


Banker Puts Liabilities <+ $249,580 
and Assets at $315,826. 


The creditors of A. Bolognesi & Co., 
private bankers and custom house 
brokers of 52 Wall Street, who made an 
assignment ‘on Friday to Francis Gilbert, 
met yesterday in the rooms of the 
Italian Chamber of Commerce at 203 
Broadway. William Hartfield was made 
Chairman, and more than 300 creditors 
were present in person or by attorney. 

Alesandrio Bolognesi, senior partner 
of the firm, submitted a statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the bank at 
the close of business on Feb. 11. 

* At the very outset of my statement,” 
he said, ‘‘I assert the fact that in mak- 
ing an assignment for the benefit of our 
creditors, my son and myself have not 
reserved or attempted to reserve, hide, 
secrete, or retain a single penny for 
ourselves or cur family; that we have 
wnade no transfers of property in order 
to prefer one creditor over another, 
and that so far as we know our books 
are absolutely straight and in order. 

“I. make this statement, because I 
hope» that before anything further is 
done, the creditors will appoint a com- 
mitteé of their own number or of mem- 
bers. of the italian Chamber. of Com- 
merce, who will cause my affairs to be 
audited by a certified public accounta: rei) 
tv the end that if this committee shal 
find that. what I have just said is true, 
the creditors will aid me in rehadi: itat- 
ing my name and fortune, but if 1 have 
not told the truth that I have the con- 
demnation I deserve."’ 

Mr. Bolognesi placed the liabilities of 
the firm at $249,580, and the assets at 
#535, 826. The latter consisted of cash 
in hand or in banks, $19,454; Italian cur- 
rency, $758; stocks, bonds and invest- 

95; real estate equities, 
urniture, $1,000; accounts ré- 
ceivable, ;. bills receivable, $45,119; 
credit wit. the ‘American Express Com- 
pany, $24,088; due from the A. B. Manu- 
tacturing Company, 29,112; due from 
the. Wright Storage Battery Company, 
$15,753. 

Of these assets, however, an amount 
of the nominal value of $127,061 would 
only realize this value; if the A. B. 
_Manufacturing Company. and the 

Wright Storage Battery Company were 
permitted to continue in business, If 
they. were closed down these assets 
wren lose all value. The A. B. Manu- 
facturing Company owns land, factory 
buildings, and machinery at Pough- 
keepsie and certain patents for the 
manufacture of automobile generators, 
The Wright.Storage Battery Company, 
owns certain patents, for which appli- 
cation has n e, and a. secret 

rocess for the manufacture of automo- 
Bite storage batteries. The A. B. Manu- 
facturing Company has no money on 

hand, a the Wright Storage Battery 


ompany y $2, 
. “My Jaivation and the salvation of 
the creditors,” Mr.’ Bolognesi said later, 
“depends on what is done with the 
Wright Storage Battery Company. It 
is a real enterprise with real merit and 
real prospects. I firmly and honestly be- 
lieve that if my son and I receive 
reasonable support and are permitted 
a period. of a few months in which to 
work, that we shall be able to show a 
profit, which within a short time will 
pay every dollar I owe and entitle me 
to a return of my home. 

The creditors determined to appoint a 
committee of five to look into the situa- 
tion.

BOSTON, , Feb, 18.—The American 
Wool jand’ Cotton Reporter will say to- 
morrow : 

‘* The, wool market remains firm and 
steady, with an undercurrent. of. opti- 
mism relative to. prices for the new clip. 
Sales ‘during the week in Boston have 
been. 4,520,000 pounds, a considerable 
portion of which has been foreign wools, 
due entirely to the fact that the domestic 
supply is extremely limited. 

“‘ Yarn prices have advanced and spin- 
ners‘ betray no anxiety te contract’ for 
large: quantities. French spun yarns in 
half bloods: have been in more active 
demand, .though considerable quantities 
of Bradford spun 2-40s have been sold :to 
manufacturers of men’s wear. 

‘* The cotton goods market has shown 
a slight weakness during the week, some 
staple -fabrics being offered at a conces- 


sion of one-sixteenth of a cent a yard, 
and: many purchasers are inclined to 
believe that further concéssions may be 
obtained in the near future, The most 
desirable cotton fabrics are crépes, 


voiles, and novelty yarn cloths, and it is 
genrally thought that crépes ‘will be a 
leading feature for next-season. 

‘The men’s wear market is practicaly 
in full swing, nearly every manufacturer 
having his lines completed and ready to 
show. the trade. 

“The feature of the week has been 
the opening of ag 4 lines of BE vm 
worsteds, most of ese in medium- 
priced goods, such as are adapted to the 
atte ae, trade. Prices on these cloths 

do not show the drastic ‘pevipions in 
wg that have been found in the staple 
ines. Buyers are operating very con- 
servatively, but indications are that a 
Satisfactory volume of business will be 
accomplished. 

‘‘Thus far there has not been a large 
movement of Fall dress goods, as a ma- 
jority of sales agents and buyers are 
still busy on Spring fabrics.’’ 





OLIVE OIL NOT MEDICINE, 


Nor. Are Some Other Olls from the 


Customs” Viewpoint. 


The ‘Treasury, Department, acting 
upon representations made by 8. 8. 
Mack of Austin, Nichols & Co., and B, 
A, Levett, attorney for a score or more 
importers .of olive oil, has issued an 
order to Collectors of Customs reversing 
its instructions pfomulgated in January 
directing the assessment of duty on 
olive oil when imported in packages of 
2% pounds or less at not less than 20 
per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of Paragraph 17 ¢ the new 
Tariff law, providing for -‘ chemical 
and medicinal’ compounds.” 

At the time the Treasury’s order was 
issued, importers objected on the ground 
that the olive oil in question was in no 
sense a chemical or »medicinal com- 
pound, nor a combination of the kind 
referred to in Paragraph 17. The im- 
position of the high duty carried in this 
paragraph was also considered a hard- 
ship, as well as contrary to the intent 


of the framers of the law since olive oil 
is provided for by name in Paragra ‘i 
17,. at specific aig according to 
manner in which it is shipped.
